‘Checks Meters 


Routine Inspection In 
Placerville Vicinity 
Currently Under Way 


Gas and electric utilities of Cal- 
ifornia are required by the Cal 
ifornia Railroad Commission to 
keep meters accurate. In pursuance 
of this requirement, the commis- 
sion makes frequent spot checks of 
meters of each utility in the vari- 
ous communities of the state. 


| It is, Of course, economically im- 
Possible, for the commission itself 
to test every meter of each utility 
throughout the state. Meters are se- 
lected at random in a community 
and tested for accuracy of record- 
ing. If they are found accurate 
within the limits required by the 
commission, the meter is marked as 
having been tested. If not, the util- 
ity is required immediately to re- 
place or adjust the meter. By these 
spot checks the commission can de- 
termine the general conditions as 
to accuracy of meters in any com- 
munity, and if replacements of me- 
ters or changes in metering prac- 
tices are necessary, can So request 
such action by the utility. 

The Commission’s engineers are 
now engaged in a routine spot check 
of meters in this community and 
throughout the state. This is an- 
other service of the California 
Railroad Commission to insure the 
customers of the public utilities of 
California they are receiving the 
best possible service at the most 
reasonable. cost.
